Coal Operators Have Made a 
Definite Proposition. 


SUBMIT TO ROOSEVELT, 


Operators Sent J. i*. Morgan to Wash­ 
ington Last Night to Lay Mat- 
ter Before President. 


Dispatches 
to 
today’s 
Kansas 
C ity papers, dated 
Washington, 
the 14th, say that the coal opera­ 
tors have agreed to the appoint­ 
ment of a commission to be ap­ 
pointed by the president of the 
United States, to whom shall be 
referred all questions at issue be­ 
tween the companies and 
their 
own employes, whether they be­ 
long to a union or not, and the de­ 
cision of the commission shall be 
accepted by the operators. 
The commission is to consist of 
an army or navy engineer officer, 
an expert mining engineer not con­ 
nected with the coal mining prop­ 
erties, one of the judges of the 
United States courts of the Eastern 
district of Pennsylvania, a man of 
prominence eminent as a sociolo­ 
gist, and a man who, by active 
participation in mining and coal 
aellicg, is familiar with the phys­ 
ical and commercial features of the 
business. 
The operators also make a part 
of their proposition that the miners 
shall return to work as soon as the 
commission is constituted and cease 
all interference 
with 
non-union 
men. 
The commission is to name a 
date when its findings shall be 
effective to govern conditions of 
employment 
between 
the 
com­ 
panies and their own employes for 
at least three years. 
The proposition of the coal op­ 
erators was a result of the visit of 
Secretary Root to N ew Y o rk and 
his conference with M r. Morgan 
on Saturday. 
M r. Morgan 
at that 
time ex­ 
pressed a keen interest in the situ­ 
ation and a desire to bring about 
an adjustment if possible. 
Follow ing this talk with Secre­ 
tary Root there was a conference 
in N ew Y o rk Monday, at which 
the proposition of the coal opera­ 
tors was agreed to, and Mr. Mor­ 
gan was delegated to take it to the 
president, in the belief that Fuch 
would be the courteous course aijc 
the best w ay ©f promulgating the 
offer of settlement. 
A Wilkesbarre, Pa., dispatch of 
the 14th says: 
“ President John 
Mitchell, when shown a synopsis 
of the statement issued from the 
W hite House early this morning, 
in which the operators agree to ar­ 
bitration, 
refused 
to 
make 
any 
comment and immediately retired. 
“ A few moments later a full 
copy of the statement was brought 
to strike headquarters, but he re­ 
fused to get up to see it. 
The cor­ 
respondent talked with him through 
the transom of his bedroom, and 
in answer to further questions he 
said he knew about what the state­ 
ment contained. 
“ W hile no official information 
can be had at this time, it is not 
believed the arbitration plan pro­ 
posed by the operators 
will 
be 
entirely satisfactory,but the miners’ 
officials may waive any objections 
they may have and accept it.”

Dockery in reply stated 
that he most emphatically endorsed 
the effort to break up the coal trust, 
and since the filing of the proceed­ 
ings by the Chicago paper he had 
been watching closely and with 
great interest the result. 
“ In y our opinion,” the gov ernor 
was asked, **is not this the most 
proper and effectiv e way of break­ 
ing up the coal IruBt and ending 
the present intense suffering caH&ed 
by the coal famine?"' 
“ I certainly think so,” replied 
the gov ernor. 
“ Under the Sher­ 
man anti-trust law we hav e suf­ 
ficient authority to break up the 
trusts, and I hav e been adv ocating 
for months past on the stump and 
in letters that such methods be 
employ ed to bring 
this 
much- 
needed result. 
“ Indict the coal trust marinates 
and, if prov en guilty of v iolating 
the laws, sentence them to the 
penitentiary for long terms 
It is 
not a question of making new laws 
to meet a contingency , but it is the 
proper enforcement of those laws 
we now hav e. 
“ The Missouri statutes are suf­ 
ficiently plain in regard to trusts 
which seek to restrain trade by 
conspiracy , 
and in Missouri no 
Boch conditions as ex ist in the east 
would be tolerated without taking 
legal action as an effectiv e remedy . 
I repeat, indict the coal trust mag 
nates and send them to the peni­ 
tentiary .”

Lehmann was sentenced 
to two years in the penitentiary. 
Lehmann applied to Judge Doug­ 
las for a writ of habeas corpus to 
secure his release, so that he might 
attend the sitting of the supreme 
court tomorrow, when his applica­ 
tion for an appeal from the verdict 
of the circuit court, sentencing him 
to two years’ imprisonment in the 
penitentiary for 
perjury, will be 
heard. Judge Douglas denied the 
application and 
remanded 
Leh­ 
mann to jail.
